The bids 
for the general contract ranged from 
$21,850 to $28,025.

W. M. Upthegrove 
of Ashland secured the plumbing 
contract at $1U8. Tho electrical wir- 
ing and tlxtures will be installed by 
ICeeler of Milwaukee for $813 and tho 
gas piping will bo dono by Onelda 
Gas Co. for $100. This makes the to- 
tal cost of tho structure $20,05(1, aside 
from tho architect's fees of 5 per cent 
of the price of construction. 


Mr. Blbby will commence work on

FISH BITING GOOD. 


Although it has been only four 


days since the opening of the llshing 
season yet several good catches have 
already been reported by local fisher- 
men.

Tho revised game laws spe- 
cify tho size of certain tish to be tak- 
en. No person shall catch or have In 
his possession any pike of less than 
one pound or any muskallongo of less 
than four pounds or two pounds dress- 
ed weight. It shall bo unlawful also 
to liavo more than llfteen of any 
black, Oswego or yellow bass in pos- 
session at any ono time, or to take or 
retain any of tho above bass of less 
than ten inches. 


ROBBERSJAUSE FIRE 


Use Dynamite to Blow Up Safe at 


Three Lakes. 
Buildings Burned. 


Last Saturday evening at ubout 


11:30 o'clock residents of the little 
town of Three Lakes this county, 
were start led by the report of a bud 
explosion from the store of F. S. 
Campbell on Main street. 
A crowd 


quickly Ratlicred on the scene and 
upon Investigation It was discovered 
that an attempt had been made to 
dynamite the safe. The Interior of 
the store near where the safe stood, 
was allre. The blaze spread rapidly 
and within a few minutes the entire 
building was enveloped In a mass of 
Ilames. This was one of the largest 
and most modern buildings In the 
village. The second Iloor was occu- 
pied by the Glllman and Young fami- 
lies and several roomers. So swiftly 
did the lire make Its progress that, 
these people had barelj time to es- 
cape with their lives. Several of the 
occupants were quite badly burned 
and bruised In their mad hurry from 
th: doomed structure. 
Among the 


most severely hurt was Miss Pearl 
Young whose arms and shoulders 
were burned. 


The buildings owned by Mrs. Frank 


McNInch located next to the Camp- 
bell store were also destroyed. 
These 


wore an Ice house, drygoods store and 
livery stable. Mr. Campbell's loss Is 
89000 covered by Insurance. Mrs, Mc- 
NInch places her loss at. WOOO also In- 
sured. 


The parties who attempted to blow 


up the safe were unsuccessful In their 
efforts as It was found that all valua- 
bles and money contained therein re- 
mained intact. There Is no clue to 
the guilty ones but it Is thought that 
they were now at the business owing 
to the awkward manner In which 
they operated. They evidently used 
a largo quantity of dynamite as the 
force of the explosion blew out near- 
ly all the glass fronts along the street. 


Frank Fcderer of Three Lakes was 


In the city yesterday. 
He Informed 


us that the report of the explosion 
could bo heard for several miles. In 
his estimation, had It not been for the 
strong brick walls of the Campbell 
building which had a tendency to 
keep the all'ects of the explosion con- 
lined to a limited space, every struc- 
ture In the village would have been 
destroyed. The clUy-en" made a heroic 
effort to prevent the lire from spread- 
ing and accomplishing greater dam- 
age. Bucket brigades were formed 
and every able person worked tireless- 
ly In his light against the llames.

Few Americans there are who are not famil- 


iar with our present styles of water craft, such 
as tho common lowbont and sailing yachts,'but 
there are many who, If told that these boats set 
down on some foielgn stream would excite con- 
siderable curiosity, would be greatly surprised. 
However. If they *<>uld stop to consider that 
these boats were evolved from tho primitive 
cralts of our forefathers and that the various 
conditions In different lands would make these 
boats Impracticable, vhe surprise would be some- 
what tempered. 


First, let us consider the gondola of Italy, re- 


nowned In scng and story. The gondola has 
probably been draw;i oftetier than any other 
boat on record. Crank and black and dhunal, with 
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Is swung around, and what was tho stern no- 
comos tho how. Proas are from 40 to 05 feet 
long and six or seven foot wide, and are said 
to attain a speed of 20 miles an hour. 


Tho Junk Is tho distinctive typo of Chinese 


mnrlno architecture, n somewhat unprogrcfislvo 
science among the celestials. Even before tho 
Christian era. John Chinaman voyaged from 
port to port In vessels of this build and rig. Tho 
sails are made of matting and are reefed in 
much the same way ar, a Venetian blind Is 
raised. The Junk Is built along tho lines of an 
oriental slipper with the curved keel for the 
solo and the drop aft for tho heel. Tho com- 
mon river boat or sampan Is on tho even moro 
familiar model of tho Inverted flat Iron.

modern large Junk Is a good sea boat and will 
rldo n severe typhoon In safety. 


On the streams of India may be seen a typo 


of. rowboat which somewhat resembles our 
American craft. H Is, however, of clumsy con-

boat does not appeal so successfully to the nau- 
tical mind as It would seem to do to the artistic 
and poetical one. 
Hut on tho miles of canaU 


In the city of Venice this craft 
Is peculiarly 


adaptable. 
The gondola was formerly the only 


means of getting about the city, but It Is now be- 
Ing displaced In part by small launches 
Tho 


ordinary gondola Is 30 feet long and four or five 
feet wide, and Is flat-bottomed BO that the draft 
Is light. 
The bottom rises slightly above the 


water nt the ends, while- at the bow anil stem 
slender ornamental stem and stern pleccu reach 
to about the height of a man's breast. 
There Is 


a covered shelter for passengers In tho middle 
ef the boat which Is easily removable. 
In ac- 


cordance with mediaeval regulation gondolas are 
painted black. 
Tin- gondolier stands erect with 


his face toward the bow and propels the boat 
with n forward stroke, making his way through 
the narrow ami often crowded canals with amaz- 
Ini; dexterity. 


Throughout the Islands of the Pacific the ca- 


noe Is u common sight. 
Strictly speaking the 


caiioo is n light boat designed to be propelled by 
u paddle held In the hands without any llxed 
support, although In some cases canoes may bo 
seen that have an auxiliary sail to bo used under 
favorable conditions. 


Tho canoes most commonly seen In the waters 


of the Hawaiian Islands are built from a single 
tree trunk hollowed out with an outrigger as seen 
In the Illustration. Wonderful wallors, too, are tho 
natives who In them often undertake long sea 
voyages, far out of the sight of land, and passing 
mini one Island to another. 


The canoes of Samoa 
are 
built of several 


pieces of wood of Irregular shape fastened to- 
Kdher and eemi-ntf-d with gum to prevent their 
leaking. 
The coasts of the mainland of Slam, 


Ilurmah and China also swarm with canoes. 


While- tho catamaran Is a type of water eraft 


that may be won In several countries, each typo 
as a inle ban Its distinctive- features. The cata- 


marnn Is a favorite of the Chinese fisherman nnu 
tho larger otronnis of that oriental country are 
well populated with these boats. 
They are con- 


structed of two narrow canoes fastened together 
and propelled from the stern with n long, narrow 
oar. In Its original form tho catamaran consisted of 
three log:), the middle one being tho longest, 
lashed together. It was used by tho natives of 
the Coromandel coast, particularly Madras, and 
also in tho West Indies and on tho coast of 
South America. 


The FIJI Islanders developed tho catamaran 


Idea In their war canoes, which consist of two 
parallel logs Joined together with a platform on 
which a mast Is placed. 
These boats arc safe 


and also very swift. 


The flying proa of the Lad rone Islanders la 


another type of the catamaran uindo with two 
hulls of unequal size. The larger hull, which car- 
rl-s tho rigging, Is perfectly flat on one side and 
rounded on the other. On this are placed bam- 
boo poles projecting beyond tho rounded side, 
and to their ends Is fastened n boat-shaped log 
one-half or one-third the size of the larger hull. 
This prevents capsizing as effectually as tho FIJI 
double canoe. 
Moth ends of tho proa are mado 


alike, and the boat Is sailed with either ond first; 
but 
tho 
out-rigger 
Is always 
to windward. 


Against a head of wind the proa Is kept away till 
the stern approaches the wind, when the 
yard

wooden uprlchts fastened to the sides of l 
boat, overlap each other. Tho natives, however, 
are expert In the handling of the cwft. 


In southeastern India, near tho Strait Set 


tlenumts, an odd sailing craft may be found 
This vessel is rigged with four sails, tho largei 
one sot slightly to tho front of the center, whlU 
two others of still smaller design are set one 
at tho prow and tho other midway between th« 
two. The smallest of the sails Is rigged at th« 
stern mid Is Intended to aid In steering tho craft 


On the rivers of England and Ireland may b« 


seen several types of the wherry, which Is very 
popular In these waters. Oars are used to aid the 
single sail In the smaller boats of this typo but the 
Portsmouth wherry, used In tho open sea, has a 
malneall and rejoices In a topmast and a topsail 


The Turkish caique Is a familiar object In tho 


Sea of Marmora and among tho Islands of the 
Aegean. 
She Is distinguished by her pecullat 


inalneRll, which Is a combination of a foro-and 
aft sail and a square sail. 


Pages of Interesting reading might be written 


of the many peculiar boats which may bo fount 
the world over. 
While the essential principle 


of boat-building must necessarily bo similar, varl 
ous nations and tribes have developed tho Idea 
along different lines until to-day tho various styles 
and typos of water craft can be numbered by the 
hundreds.

Tattooing Very Popular in the Navy 


A 


X INTERESTING report on tattoo- 


Ing In the navy has been made to 


Secretary Metcalf by Surgeon Amtnon 
Farenholt as a result of his observa- 
tions while serving on tho receiving 
ship Independence at tho Mare Island 
navy yard In California. 


The enlistment records of 3,572 men 


wero examined by Dr. Farneholt, this 
being tho enlistments on tho Independ- 
ence for eight and a half years. These 
records show 
that the percentage 


found tattooed on examination for sec. 
ond and subsequent enlistments was 
53.C1, and tho percentage found tat- 
tooed on examination for 
first 
en- 


listment waa 23.01. The opinion Is ex- 
pressed that about CO per cent, of the 
sailors who have served over ten years 
in tho navy are tattooed. 


Dr. Fnrenholt says It Is not- fair to 


assume from the figures that 23 per 
cent, of the male citizens are tattooed, 
as a considerable proportion of appli- 
cants for enlistment are 
sea-faring 


men. 
He was surprised to 
tlnd 
so 


many, probably eight per cent, of the 
recruits, who are tattooed and who de- 
nied having been at sea or oven hav- 
ing lived In seaport towns.

more common In camps and in places 
whore men are collected In large num- 
bers than is Imagined. 


Tho report contains statistics 
re- 


garding tho location of tattoo marks 
and tho frequency of various designs. 
Letters, mottoes, Initials ami allied do- 
vices lend the list and constitute about 
20 per cent, of all Ink marks. Coats of 
arms and national 
emblems 
follow 


with about 25 per cent., then 
flags, 


anchors, etc. Female

shown In 18 per cent, of all tattooing.

them, such as "Holdfast" (a letter on 
(he back of each linger); apprentice

This number of establishments Is G2.0 
per cent, of all enumerated In the 
census and they employ more than 
one-half of all tho wage earners en- 
gaged In the factory Industries In the 
country. 


In a bulletin just Issued by thn cen- 


sus bureau; containing compilations of 
these statistics It Is shown that of tho 
3,297,819 wage earners covered by the 
Investigation. 2.610,053 were men; CS8,- 


,r)9!i wero women and 90,107. or 2.7 por 
cent., wore children. The pay rolls of 
the 12:i,:!(l7 establishments for 
olio 


week aggregated ?3::.1S3,7»1, and of 
this amount the men received $2!>,2'IO,- 
2S7, or SS.l per c;-iit. of the whole; 
the women received S3,Or,;),JSl or 11 
per cent, and the children 5312,023, or 
1 per cent. 


More than half of all the wage cam- 


era Included In the bulletin earned $9 
and over during the week. The earn- 
ings are classified for totals of states 
anil of industries, while 25 Industries 
are shown In detail by states and ter- 
ritories and 25 states by leading In- 
dustries. 
Average earnings are also 


computed for all the states and Indua- 
tries shown. 


Tho figures show that In 1904 the 


average wage oarnor employed In man- 
ufacturlng received 110.00 per woek. 
Tho average man received $11.10. tho 
average woman JG.17 and tho average 
child under 16 years of ago JS.-IG. 


In the figures showing tho avorngo 


wages by states Illinois Is fifteenth 
with $ll.Gf>. 
The highest Is Montana 


with $18,19 and the lowest is South 
Carolina with $4.6S.

to rely entirely upon the outside ap- 
pearance of his forbidding Inlr niul the 
man traps that lurked here and There 
In the grounds, for protection.

admitted having heard any unusual 
nolso during the night which might 
havo helped to explain the tragedy.

ad dofrnndod them. 
Shaw had made a careful study of 


he strong box and tho arsenal de- 
ending It and watched patiently for 
n opportunity when he could open 
t without risking annihilation by so 
lolng. 
The coffer containing 
tho 


llamonds was built In the wall of tho 
bedroom adjoining the duke's study. 


As beforo stated Its steel door 


was equipped with a pistol battery,

his pockets with gold, loft tho hous. 
Ho wont atranght to the railway sta

and caught 
tho 
first express 


train for Boulogne. 


Tho duke returning homo that oven- 


Ing missed tho familiar figure of his 
trusted attendant. As the hours wore, 
on and Shaw did not appear a ter- 
rible suspicion flashed across the mi- 
ser's mind. 
He rushed to his pro- 


clous strong box, tore aside tho silken 
draperies and beheld tho forced lock, 
Flinging open tho doors a glance told

And the 
youngster doesn't possess that. 


"Many fans havo the Idea that base- 


ball Is a game for the very young. 
They're mistaken, although I am will- 
Ing to concede thnt a man of CO hasn't 
a great deal of business In tho name. 


"I believe that tho baseball pl»i>er 


who takes great care of himself la at 
his best at 30. I know I was a better 
pitcher at that ago than ever before. 


"A man Is Just as strong at that ago 


as h<; ever was In his life. He's been 
in baseball long enough to learn all 
the ropes. If ho had any sense at tho 
start his brain Is developed alone tlu> 
linos of his profession. 
He tnlnkn 


quickly, clearly and usually doeu thn 
thing he should. 


"No. I can see the argument that r.

UltING tho latter part of the 


war, in 18K4. and until its 
close, in 
ISfi'i, I was con- 


nected with tho armies under 
On. Sherman, usually desig- 
nated tho Army of tho Ten- 


nessee, the Army of the Cumberland 
nnd the Army of tho Ohio, wrote MaJ.- 
Gen. O. O. Howard. 
Tho campaigns 


were exceedingly active. From Chat- 
tanooga to Atlanta Sherman's soldiers 
were under lire every day, except the 
three Just before crossing tho Etowah, 
for llo days. There was not a day or 
night In which there were no soldiers 
slain. 
The screeching shells burst 


over our heads while we were sleep- 
ing, but, wonderful to tell, tho sol- 
diers had become so used to this con- 
flict that they lost very little sleep In 
consequence of tho lit fill and random 
firing at night. 


In that period of 113 days there were 


10 sizable battles fought. In ono at- 
tack I made at IMckett's Mill I lost 
$00 killed and three times an many 
wounded within the space of IS min- 
utes. 
At 
night I sat 
among 
the 


wounded and realized something of 
the horrors of war. It sooms to mo to- 
day n» I think of It like a terrible 
nightmare, but It was a more terrible 
reality, which 1 will not attempt to de- 
scribe. 


Without further detail. Imagine tho 


Joy that camo over tho armies of Sher- 
man as they gathered about Halelgh. 
N. C.. In ISfiC. and were told that Leo 
had surrendered and that Grant had 
sent Lee's soldiers homo to begin life 
anow; that Johnston had surrendered 
on the same terms as Lee nnd all that 
belonged to Slocum's, Schofldd's and 
Howard's armies WITO to march on 
tho morrow toward Washington, the 
capital of tho nation, soon to ho mus- 
tered out of service and then to go 
homo. I remember thn sudden depres- 
sion at tho nows of Lincoln's death; 
but still this going homo produced too 
great a Joy to keep ovor this catas- 
trophe of their heavy loss very long 
before their minds. 
They marched 


habitually at "0 miles a day from 
llalclgh 
to 
Richmond, 
and 
never 


seemed weary nt the eloso of any 
day's march—tho camp fire was bright, 
tho old songs were sung over nnd over 
again 
and the comradeship 
knitted 


during the war would never cease—It 
was at Its best when tho word "peace" 
filled all the air. 


I know that wo were proud when 


we marched past the president of the 
United States In our last great re- 
view; but, as I remember It, It was a 
tearful prldo even then, A regiment 
had gone out 1,000 strong; it had been 
recruited and re-recruited; It had been 
veteranized and added to In other 
ways; nnd now It was bringing homo 
lees than 300 of all tho men who had 
gone out from that section of tho 
country from which It had come. The 
joy of going homo for the 300 was 
great, but It was u tearful Joy tho In- 


stant ono thought of tho 800 or mor« 
who could not go home, who never did 
go home, who Avero burled somewhere 
In the broad land over which the 300 
had marched, nnd too often with a 
headpiece marked "Unknown." 


After tho war I stood In tho largo 


cemetery near Murfreesboro, Tenn., 
with Gen. II. It. Hayes 
(afterward 


president) and Mrs. Hayes. I remem- 
ber how Mrs. Hayes, who was an ex- 
ceedingly handsome woman, looked 
up Into the faces of tho general and 
myself as her largo, dark, speaking 
eyes wore Hooded with tears, when she 
said: "Just look there, that plot of 
ground is covered with headstones 
marked 'Unknown.' 
Unknown, un- 


known," sho repeated, "and yet ho 
gave his life that his country might 
live!" 


It was a touching picture, but every 


tlmo 1 think of It I say to myself: 
"Really, that 'unknown' soldier, ap- 
parently unknown, recorded unknown, 
was not really unknown. 
Somebody 


knew him. 
Ills comrades knew him. 


A mother, a sister, n wife nnd children, 
If ho had them, knew him. Thero Is 
a better record somewhere than that 
in tho soldiers' cemetery." Our faith 
Is so strong that wo all bellovo In tho 
resurrection and In tho future llfo nnd 
have a great satisfaction in feeling 
that no sacrlllces and particularly not 
that of llfo Itself for duty, for what 
one sincerely believes to bo duty, has 
ever been or ever will be made In 
vain. 


The saddest pictures of all. to my 


mind, are those connected with n los- 
ing battle llko that of FrrdurlrksbtirK. 
and still more that of Chancellorsvllle. 
At Frederlcksburg the army of Hum- 
side went straight forward to its own 
destruction. The lines of Lee, half en- 
circling Hurnsldo'n points of attack, 
wore complete. It was like a trap into 
which an animal deliberately puts Ms 
foot. 
Wo sprang the trap, and It Is 


a wonder that Leo had not dealt with 
Hurnsldo's army as the sturdy Thomas 
dralt with Hood's at Nasvllle. 


Gen. Couch was standing by my sldo 


In tho steeplo of a church, near the 
close of that batflo, where wo together 
woro taking n fresh reconnolssance, 
when I noticed that his voice trembled 
as ho spoke to me. Ho said: "Oh. Gen, 
Howard, look then'! Look thoro! Sou 
tho ground covered with tho boys In 
blue, and all to no purpose." 


After wo had returned, all of us 


who could return, to tho othor shore 
of tho Kappahannock, tho depression 
of tho soldiers was greater than at any 
other tlmo during tho war. We could 
hardly speak to each other. Now, after 
years, wo can rocognlzo the fact that 
our grief was balanced by the Joy of 
tho confederates over a great victory, 
and yet not a decisive one, gained by 
them. 


At a moderate calculation 
them 


were sent Into eternity more than a 
million of men. who left homo in tho 
prime of health and In strength; more 
than a million of souls by tho terrible 
conflict. 
For one, I am glad, Indeed, 


that there Is an effort on foot to set- 
tle dllllcultles without bloodshed. Of 
course, the waste of human life IB not 
all of It. There Is In every war u wasto 
of possession, a destruction of proper- 
ty nnd a degradation of character hard 
to avoid at the host. I know that there 
are some things worso than death. 1 
know that the union of our states was 
worth all that It cost, and I know that, 
humanly speaking, it was necessary 
that wo should bo purged as by lire; 
but Is It not wise now to do all that 
wo can to hold up to tho world tho 
blessings of a groat pence; oven the 
peace 
that 
passoth 
understanding, 


which never must exclude any of tho 
noblest qualities of a womanly woman 
or n manly man? 


A soul full of memorial greetings to 


all our sorrowing comrades of the civil 
war.
